PACIFIC COAST FLOODS, 


California Visited l>y the 
Worst 


Storsa Known in the Hlgtory 


of that State. 


Los ANQELHS, Cal., Feb. 25 —The 


late storm was one of the woast in the 
history of this section, although compar- 
atively little damage was done in the 
oity proper. On the river front all the 
railway bridges were damaged, and in 
some oases swept away. From the sur- 
rounding country the news is very 
meagre, owing to the telegraph wires be- 
idg down, but so far as received, theont- 
look is not encouraging. 
There are 


many rumors and reports of loss of life, 
bat the only oases so far authenticated 
ire the drowning of a man named Wells, 
with his wife and children, near Wil- 
mington, 
Undoubtedly great damage 


was done to orchards and ranches south 
of the oity, where the floods were the 
wont of many years. Many houses were 
damaged, live stock drowaed, and out- 
buildings destroyed. 


SAN FBANOISOO, Feb. 25.—Reports re- 


ceived from the different parts of the 
state show the 
storm 
has abated, 


Serious damage has been dona to rail- 
way property, especially in the southern 
put of the state. Soledad canon, on 
the line entering Los Angeles from this 
city, is in as bad condition as last year. 
Much of the new and costly work, 
whioh required ten months to complete, 
has suffered from the storm. The pile 
work of the bridge west of San Luis 
has been badly wrecked, two hundred 
feet of the bridge being carried away 
and the track washed out. The entrance 
te the tunnel at Canyon has also been 
damaged. On the Ynma division eight 
bents of the big bridge were destroyed 
and the track is six feet out of Una in 
m»ny places. A bridge situated near 
Monte has been swept away. Between 
Pomona and Cuyamento three washouts 
have occurred, East of Colton 250 feet 
of the track, round honso and every- 
thing movable has been swept away by 
ihe waters, Many cf the bridges be- 
tween Banning and Colton have been 
weakened and made dangerous travel- 
ing, The Santa Ana branch of the track 
is under water for long stretches, while 
some parU of the road has been entirely 
swept away. South of Downey station, 
the new railroad bridge was destroyed 
aud the town itself flooded. Between

Se wants it beautified, believing that it 
would be a resort that would benefit 
Fort Wayne, and be an ornament to tbat 
part of the city. The matter waa re. 
forred to tho committee on water works, 
but Mr. Fuolber will watch it, and yet 
make the reservoir a thing of utility. 
Well, if it can ta done, it ought to be 
done, for there is & good deal of money 
invest«d there. Keep your eye on the 
reservoir, our German friend.
